Victim named in 
stage collapse 

Storm's effects ‘an act of God,’ say officials

Camrose RCMP have 
released the name of a 
Lloydminster woman who 
died suddenly after pow¬ 
erful winds collapsed the 
main stage of a country 
music festival Saturday 
evening. 

Donna Teresa Moore, 35, 
was crushed by a fallen 
speaker when winds gust- 
ing at more than 100 kilo¬ 
metres per hour ripped 
apart stage scaffolding at 
the Big Valley Jamboree. 

At least 75 others were 
injured in the accident. 

News of the tragedy 
spread as quickly as the 
powerful storm hit, reach¬ 
ing social networking web-

The investigation 
was handed over to 
Alberta Occupation¬ 
al Health and Safety 
Sunday afternoon, 
police said. 

Festival organizers 
are seeking anyone 
who may have been Moore 
on or near the stage 
before or during the col¬ 
lapse.

Environment Canada of¬ 
ficials called the dev¬ 
astating effect of the 
severe weather sys¬ 
tem “an act of God.” 

Radar readings 
were misleading for 
weather officials, as 
strong winds hit 
Camrose about 20 
kilometres before 
the bulk of the storm 
followed. 

A severe weather warn¬ 
ing was issued at 6:04 p.m., 


about five minutes after 
the stage collapsed. 

“It was all happening at 
the same time,” said Envi¬ 
ronment Canada meteorol¬ 
ogist Yvonne Bilan-Wallace. 

Environment Canada is 
in the process of retracing 
the steps that lead to the 
warning that day, Bilan- 
Wallace added, though offi¬ 
cials believe they “did all 
they could.” 

“We always look back 
when we’ve had a lot of 
damage, or, God help us, fa¬ 
talities, because they’re a 
horrible thing to have hap¬ 
pen. We look at what we 
could do differently to get 
the information out.”

Family 
calls for 
release 
of citizen 

Ethiopia Upset family and 
supporters of a Canadian 
citizen convicted and sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison by 
an Ethiopian court are 
calling for his immediate 
repatriation and say 
Ottawa must freeze devel¬ 
opment aid until he comes 
home. 

“I want to see the 
government of Canada do 
something,” said Said 
Maktal, who has been lob¬ 
bying on behalf of his 
cousin, Bashir Malchtal, 
since the former Toronton¬ 
ian’s arrest. 

“We need action now. 
What the government 
needs to do is cut off the 
development aid to 
Ethiopia and show it’s seri¬ 
ous about the case... 

Bashir needs to be brought 
home to Canada. It’s time 
for the government of 
Canada to intervene at the 
highest level.” 

Malchtal, an ethnic 
Somali born in Ethiopia’s 
Ogaden region, was 
convicted last week of be¬ 
ing a member of a 
separatist group, engaging 
in an armed struggle 
against the government 
and aiding and abetting 
the Islamic Courts Union, 
a religious alliance that 
briefly seized control in 
Somalia before being top¬ 
pled by U.S. and Ethiopian 
forces. 

Yesterday’s sentence 
shocked Malchtal’s family 
and supporters, who were 
counting on a sentence of 
time served so he could go 
home. 

“I’m just devastated,” 
said Maktal, his cousin. 
“I’m just lost. I don’t know 
what to do next. I’m tiying 
to calm down the whole 
family.”

Vancouver police are beef¬ 
ing up the number of 
mounted officers patrolling 
Stanley Park after four sus¬ 
picious fires have been set 
in the park since Thursday. 

Police say the fires are 
linked and are the works of 
an arsonist. 

Const. Cinda Michael said 
13 officers are now pa¬ 
trolling the park on horse¬ 
back. 

“We have seven regular 
officers who are supple¬ 
mented by six reserve offi¬ 
cers,” she said. 

The fires were set at dif¬ 
ferent locations. A fire at 
the Brockton Oval, a sports 
field popular with cricket 
players, caused the most 


damage. It was lit under the 
bleachers and scorched the 
bench area and the side of a 
building. 

Park Board Commission¬ 
er Ian Robertson called it 


“despicable.” 

Witnesses told police 
they saw a man riding a 
bike near the fires, but in¬ 
vestigators have no suspects 
yet.

No shiny phones, Taliban say 


Samuel Yunana’s father, 
Fayam, was taken from his 
home, stabbed in the side 
of the stomach and told to 
convert to Islam. When he 
refused, his throat was slit. 

Fayam was among more 
than 700 people killed in 
the northern Nigerian city 
of Maiduguri during an up¬ 
rising last week by a radi¬ 
cal Islamic sect that wants 
sharia law imposed across 
Africa’s most populous na¬ 
tion. 

Followers of Boko 
Haram, which means 
“Western education is sin¬ 
ful,” attacked government 
buildings, police stations, 
prisons, schools and 
churches during five days 
of rioting before soldiers 
and police put the uprising 
down. 


As a prison warder and a 
Christian living near the 
sect leader’s compound, 
Fayam was a particular tar¬ 
get. 

“He was taken from his 
house by Boko Haram. 
They stabbed him and he 
was losing blood,” Yunana 
told Reuters. 

“They insisted he was to 
convert to a Muslim. He re¬ 
fused, so on that basis they 
killed him,” he said. 

Nigeria is roughly equal¬ 
ly divided between Chris¬ 
tians and Muslims, and 
more than 200 ethnic 


groups generally live 
peacefully side by side. 

Boko Haram treats any¬ 
body who does not sub¬ 
scribe to its ideology — 
Christian or Muslim — as 
an infidel and its views are 
rejected by the vast majori¬ 
ty of the country’s Muslim 
population, sub-Saharan 
Africa’s largest. 

The sect’s leader, Mo¬ 
hammed Yusuf, was shot 
dead in police detention 
last Thursday after being 
captured hiding among 
sheep and goats.

Afghanistan The Taliban 
have warned Afghans that 
possessing pictures of “un¬

Politics of engagement 



t was cool and rather 
instructive to see the 
way Barack Obama 
eased his way out of 
the overblown contro¬ 
versy about the Harvard 
professor being arrested 
for breaking into his 
house.

But with Iran the politics 
of engagement isn’t work¬ 
ing. 

Obama has tried to rea¬ 
son with Ayatollah Ali 



Khamenei, Iran’s supreme 
leader, proposing talks on 
the nuclear issue and on 
regional security. He didn’t 
get much of a response. 
Then came the disputed 
Iranian elec¬ 
tion, the se¬ 
vere clamp- 
down on 
protests and 
now the show 
trials. All this 
was combined 
with the appar¬ 
ent Khamenei 
policy of fall 
steam ahead on 
nuclear weapons 
production. 

In a dispatch 
based on West¬ 
ern intelligence 
sources, The Lon¬ 
don Times breath¬ 
lessly reported 
yesterday that 
Iran has already 
perfected the technology 
to create and detonate a 
nuclear warhead. The 
Western intelligence 
sources, one hopes, are 


better than the likes of 
Dick Cheney and other 
charlatans who conned 
Western media on Saddam 
Hussein’s non-existent 
weapons of mass de¬ 
struction. 

In any case, 
Obama’s pa¬ 
tience with 
Tehran is be¬ 
ing sorely 
tested. We re¬

ing to negoti¬ 
ate with 

regimes like 
Iran. So far 
those cautions 
look justified. 

Obama, who 
is of part Muslim 
descent, sees things differ¬ 
ently than most American 
politicians. With his wider 
perspective, he is better ca¬ 
pable of putting himself in 


someone else’s orbit. He 
can readily understand, for 
example, how Iran sees a 
gross double standard on 
the nuclear question. As 
in, “Oh yes, you can have 
nuclear weapons and Is¬ 
rael can have nuclear 
weapons but we can’t!” 

Obama will be under in¬ 
creasing pressure to adopt 
a stiffer line, to start issu¬ 
ing ultimatums. Better 
though he continue with 
his politics of engagement 
for some time. Let the 
Iranian leadership be seen 
as recalcitrant, let it be 
seen as not accepting any 
outstretched hand. In this 
way there will be a justifi¬ 
able case, as well as a 
broad consensus, for as¬ 
sertive actions such as 
punitive sanctions. In this 
way there will be no re¬ 
peat of the flim-flam that 
triggered the invasion of 
Iraq.

Public sector wages growing out of line 



So it turns out Toronto May¬ 
or David Miller is the 
Neville Chamberlain of mu¬ 
nicipal politics, an appeaser 
who will assuredly, and 
rightly, lose his job in the 
next civic election. 

For now, though, let’s 
consider the symbolism of 
Miller’s deal with the Cana¬ 
dian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees, bankable sick days 
and all. It stands for the fact 
that, at all levels of govern¬ 
ment across Canada, public 
sector wages and benefits 
continue to grow way out 
of line with private sector 
standards. And the conse¬ 


quences for our economy 
are very negative. 

One is the sheer cost: 
Public sector wages and 
salaries — not including 
rich benefits — grew 56 per 
cent to $161 billion annual¬ 
ly in the decade to 2007, 
and they’re still growing. 
So is the disparity with the 
private sector. 

Back in 2000, the Canadi¬ 
an Federation of Independ¬ 
ent Business calculated that 
a typical federal public 
worker had a 15.1 per cent 
advantage over a typical 
private sector worker in 
salary alone. Counting ben¬ 
efits, the advantage was 
23.3 per cent. Today, the ad¬ 
vantage gap has increased 
to 17.3 per cent for wages 
and 41.7 per cent for wages 
and benefits. Similar gaps 
can be found in both the 
provincial and municipal 
public service sectors. 

Interestingly, employ¬ 


ment in the public sector 
has actually grown through 
the recession, compared to 
the dramatic plunge in pri¬ 
vate sector jobs. Money 
spent on public sector 
wages and salaries that’s 
over and above private sec¬ 
tor levels is money that 
isn’t being spent on things 
we could really use, like im¬ 
proved public services or 
economic infrastructure. 
You could make the same 
argument about question¬ 
ably useful government 
services. After all, do we re¬ 
ally need health workers in 
local government working 
full time on wellness pro¬ 
grams? 

Money spent padding the 
public sector may be good 
for consumption, but there 
are much more productive 
ways to create wealth and 
economic growth. Indeed, a 
bloated public sector con¬ 
tributes to a stagnant econ¬ 


omy that values bureaucra¬ 
cy more than innovation, 
hardly what Canada needs 
coming out of a severe re¬ 
cession and into a much 
more harshly competitive 
world. 

And in comfy, cosy Cana¬ 
da, where government of¬ 
fers high-paying jobs for 
life, what’s the incentive 
for people to start business¬ 
es, to take real risks with¬ 
out financial safety nets 
and create growing enter¬ 
prises? There’s also a mat¬ 
ter of fairness. 

Why should taxpayers 
labouring in the private 
sector happily take pay cuts 
and/or layoffs in order to 
subsidize above average 
wages and benefits for 
garbage collectors or office 
bound bureaucrats?

Distressed customers offered help with mortgage payments, debt load 


Canada’s biggest banks 
are offering financial life¬ 
lines to distressed con¬ 
sumers during this reces¬ 
sion — some doing so on 
an unprecedented scale. 

Tens of thousands of cus¬ 
tomers are being allowed 
to skip mortgage payments 
without penalty, consoli¬ 
date their debts and switch 
to lower-interest loans. 

Banks say it’s about giv¬ 


ing their customers a help¬ 
ing hand during a tough 
economic time. But it is also 
an astute business strategy 
to keep loan losses in check, 
secure client loyalty and 
generate priceless word-of- 
mouth advertising to attract 
new customers when the 
good times return. 

TD Bank has helped 
nearly 20,000 clients from 
February to July under a 


program dubbed Project 
Umbrella. 

“That number (20,000) 
might seem large, but I 
don’t think that number is 
anywhere near the real sto¬ 
ry,” said Tim Hockey, head 
of Canadian banking and 
president and CEO of TD 
Canada Trust. 

BMO, too, has launched 
a special recession support 
initiative. It started in 


April as a regional test pro¬ 
gram in hard-hit Ontario 
communities and became 
a national program in 
June. The Bank of Nova 
Scotia is reaching out to 
distressed clients through 
its branch staff, while of¬ 
fering a slew of online tips 
and tools. 

Royal Bank of Canada 
plans to call each of its 10 
million customers across 


Canada this year, said 
David McKay, head of 
Canadian banking. In addi¬ 
tion, RBC has launched an 
online advice centre. 

“Customers are intimi¬ 
dated,” McKay explained. 

“They don’t know how 
to talk to the bank. They 
are embarrassed. They 
don’t know where to start 
— which is why we reach

Motivate staff 
or lose them, 
expert warns 

challenge Canada’s econo¬ 
my could emerge from the 
recession this quarter, 
which means companies 
are facing a high-stalces 
challenge to ensure their 
employees stay motivated 
on the job, experts say. 

Businesses should be 
taking action now to 
ensure their best workers 
remain engaged, says Terry 
Power, president of 
staffing firm Randstad 
Canada. 

“When you’re in a reces¬ 
sion, the trend typically be¬ 
comes one of ‘do more 
with less,”’ Power said. 

“The people in those sit¬ 
uations that tend to step 
up and do the most for you 
... are your best people. 

And often times, though, 
that gets kind of taken for 
granted.” 

Although businesses are 
squeezing staff through 
painful cost controls right 
now, good quality compa¬ 
nies will also take the ini¬ 
tiative to provide some 
sort of longer-term payoff 
— even if it is not a cash- 
based reward. 

Those that don’t, risk 
losing their best people, 
Power said. 

Randstad has released 
a recession survival guide 
for managers entitled 
Engaging Employees for a 
Strong Recovery. The 
report argues that employ¬ 
ee engagement includes 
promoting open communi¬ 
cation and avoiding 
“unnecessary surprises.” 

Managers should also 
make “recognition” a top 
priority. That could mean 
heaping on praise for 
“small successes” or 
providing non-monetary 
incentives.
